The law firms of Heavrln & Wood- 
ward and Barnett & Smith have re- 
ceived the opinion handed dow n by 
Judge Warrintgon in the case of A. 
B. Baird vs. Ohio county w hich was 
recently reversed by the I'nited Stat -s 
Circuit Court of Appeals for th-* 
Sixth Circuit of Cincinnati thus 
awarding Ohio county a new trial In 
the case which had been prolosuly rte 
elded against it by Judge Walter Ev- 
ans of the Western Kentucky Dlstrirr. 
The opinion is a brief one aud sus- 
tains the contention of attorne>s rep- 
resenting hte county in every particu- 
lar u|K>n which a decision Is made. 
It bolds that the Fi.-<cal Court of tl;-* 
county is without authority to exerute 
a promissory note for any piir|io.-e. 
Quoting from a I'nited States Suprem 
Court report Judge Warrington says; 
Our opinion is, that more political 
bodies constituted as counties are, fur 
the purpose of local |>ollce and admin- 
istration, and having the power of 
levying taxes to defray all public char 
ges created, whether they are or are 
not formally Invested with cori»orate 
capacity, have no power or authority 
to make and utter commereial paper 
of any kind, unless such power Is ex- 
pressly conferred uiion them by law, 
or clearly Implied from such other 
lK)wer expressly given, which cannot 
be fairly exercised without It." The 
reiteration of this doctrine by the 
court clearly establishes the conten- 
tion of attorneys representing the 
county that the note sued on by Balr.l 
was and is alisulutely void because 
the Fiscal Court had no authority of 
law to execute same. The court goes 
further and bolds that even though 
the Fiscal Court had had authority to 
execute the note It had no authority 
of law to deleagte the execution there- 
of to the commissioners .Morton and 
Martin. Hence the note is void also on 
the Idea that It wa.s executed by the 
commissioners. 

In dei'iding this phase of the case 
in favor of the county anJ referring 
to the law previously quoti-d, the 
court says: “Notwithstanding this 
clear expression of the settled law. 
It might be conceded for the purfHjse 
of this case that the Fiscal Court 
could itself have issued or provided In 
the manner stated In Its order for 
the issue of this particular note, in 
case It were i>roved that the note wta 
issued as evidence of pre-existing and 
outstanding debts, to that amount of 
the county, which had been 
considered and approved by the 
court. Indeed, it might be assumed 
that recovery could be had on such 
acts of the court. But this simply 
accentuates the necessity for Inde-

New York Aug. 1.— John Griffin car 
lisle, former Speaker of the House of 
Representativea, United States Senator 
and Secretary of the Treasury in Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s second administra- 
tion, died last night in bis apartments 
at the Hotel Walcott H.e was con- 
scious, except at the moments when 
his heart action was weakest, during 
the entire time of his illness and up 
to within a minute or two of his death 

Mr. Carlisle was taken 111 last No- 
vember with an Intestinal trouble. 
He had come to New York at the time 
to appear In a matter in chancery 
appointed by the United States Su- 
preme Court in the matter of Virginia 
against West Virginia. Mr. Carlisle 
and former Senator Spooner were as- 
sociated with the Attorney General of 
West Virginia In the action. 

It was found necessary to remove 
him to a hospital and he was taken 
to St. Vincent’s where he remained un 
til February, when he was sufficient- 
ly Improved to go to the home of his 
granddaughter, Mrs. Frederick iJith- 
rop Allen, at 391 West End avenue. 
He remained at Mrs. Allen’s home un- 
til six weeks ago. During that time 
he bad gained greatly in strength and 
again took up his professional work. 

He moved down to the Hotel Wol- 
cott, iateuding to stay la New York 
only a very short time longer to give 
him opportunity to take care of some 
business before returning to bis home 
In Washington. On Tuesday he was 
taken 111 with an acute attack of Indi- 
gestion. Dr. Joseph D. Br.vaut, of 33 
West Forty-eighth street, bis personal 
physlcian.was In the Berkshlres at the 
time In his absence Dr Morris Car- 
penter, of .616 Madison avenue, was 
summoned and be remained with Mr. 
Carlisle almost constantly until his 
death.

Trouble broke out afresh la the 
night rider section In Lyon County 
last Saturday when Axion Cooper a 
tenant on the farm of Milton Oliver, 
confesaed night rider and witness for 
the state was mortally wounded at a 
barbecue about two miles from Oli- 
ver’s home. Reports are somewhat 
conflicting as to the cause of the 
trouble, some accounts stating that 
the trouble arose over a young lady 
which resulted in the killing, while 
other statements are those coming 
from soldiers on guard there to the 
effect that Cooper’s death was brough 
about by the same people who have 
been endeavoring to kill Oliver, be- 
cause young Cooper bad worked on 
the Oliver farm In defiance to threats 
and orders for him to stop. Young 
Cooper was removed from the barbe- 
cue grounds to the home of Tom 
Leltchfleld where be died Sunday mor 
ing having given a statement a few 
hours before death implicating five or 
six young men, most of whom were 
at OBce apprehended and arrested by 
the troops. A telegram came to Hart- 
' ford Saturday night ordering out 
twelve more members of company H. 
to report for duty in Lyon County. 
They were gotten together by Lieut- 
enant Woodward as hurriedly as pos- 
sible and left over tbe I. C. Railroad 
at midnight. Those who went were; 
first Sergt. C. B. Shown, Sergts. Wil- 
' liam C. Liles and Douglas Felix, (k>rp. 
Ben H. Bennett, privates Joe Chapma 
EsUl Wilkins. R. H. Liles. Seymore 
Bennett, R. W. Tinsley and Seth Ri- 
ley. 

It la reported that a conflict of au- 
thority has arisen between comman- 
der of the soldiers and tbe civil au- 
thorities in Lyon countty and that the 
soldiers refuse to turn over their pris- 
oners to the sheriff of Lyon County 
and have even declined to do so after 
having been directed by the governor. 
It is not known why this course is 
not followed except that the soldiers 
are afraid to trust tbe local authori- 
ties with the prisoners, fearing that 
they will be permitted to go on straw 
bonds. Lyon county seems to be in 
great excitement and it Is feared that 
many more people mey be drawn Into 
the trouble and that other lives will 
be lost. Major Bassett upon being re- 
quested to make a statement, said. 

“I don't care to dlcusa the matter, 
but will say I always obey orders. I 
told Sheriff Cash I was getting tired 
of turning men over to the civil au- 
thorities and having them released. 

The shooting of tfooper was not th 
result of a drunken row. Instead the 
military officers state in a positive 
manner, a conspiracy actually exist- 
ed and they can produce evidence to 
that effect and will act accordingly 
when the time arrives for presenta- 
tion of the case. They deny that the 
murdered man had been used as a 
militiaman. 

Cooper was accompanied to the bar- 
becue by Noah Oliver son of Milton 
Oliver, and the officers confirm the re 
port of a statement being uaade by 
one of tbe prisoners that Cooper and 
Oliver were both quiet during tbe day 
previous to tbe shooting. 

Axion Cooper In hia dying atatemen 
made known that he had been warn- 
ed not to attend tbe barbecue, and 
thia warning was substantiated by an 
affidavit made by one of Cooper’s 
frlsnds,who states he overhMrd a tele- 
phone communication on Sunday pri- 
or to the shooting, asking If Cooper j 
would be at the barbecue on the fol- 
lowing Saturday, the day of the kill-* 
Ing or If be or Noah Oliver was at 
the end of the line when the mes- 
sage was received. Thia waa not 
made known until after Cooper accus- 
ed Alonso Gray, of striking him to 
ths ground, two others of holding 
him down and four others of firing 
the shots. 

Hs charged that Roy Merrick fired 
ths first shot of the four which offl-

Some considerable excitement waa 
created in Hartford Saturday night- 
by the arrival from McHenry of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Sam Keown and several 
other men, having la charge Will 
Mackey, colored, accused of attempt- 
ed criminal assault. 

Tbe affair occurred late Saturday 
evening. Miss M.uule Tinsley, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Geo. T. Tinsley, who lives 
at Broadway, this county, had ridden 
to McHenry, a few miles distant, on 
• he I. C. railroad, out had concluded 
to return home afoot. She was 
alone, but anticipated no danger. On 
the way she noticed ahead a negro 
man, who stepped aside and let her 
pass. . When yet some distance from 
home she heard the negro behind 
calling her. She made no reply but 
started to run and the negro gave 
chase along the railroad track. She 
outdistanced her pursuer, who, evi- 
dently fearing trouble, finally turned 
and fled. 

Arriving almost exhausted at 
home. Miss Tinsley gave the alarm 
and her father and others started at 
once in chase of tbe negro. He was 
apprehended at McHenry some time 
later and the young woman Immed- 
iately Identified him, although he 
had changed hats. In the meantime 
word had been sent to Deputy Sher- 
iff Sam Keown, who Joined the chase. 
The negro was at once brought to 
Hartford, the father of hla Intended 
victim accompanying the crowd.

Cnderratlng the enemy Is poor gen- 
eralship. The Democrats have com- 
mitted many blunders, but they do not 
always blunder. On several Important 
occasions In the past 30 years they 
have followed up one victory with an- 
other. 

In 1974 they carried the house, and 
two years later came within one elec- 
toral vote of carrying the presidency. 
No congressional slip of theirs on the 
eve of the Tllden campaign weakened 
them with the country. They secured 
a popular majority In 1876. 

In 1882 they carried the house, and 
In 1884 elected .Mr. Cleveland presi- 
dent. The Morrlson-Randall division 
on the tariff did not show in the presi- 
dential campaign. X'pon the whole, 
Speaker Carlisle guided his house 
forces reniiu-kably well during the 
first session of the Forty-eighth con- 
gress, and distinguished himself as a 
presiding offleer. 

In 1896 the fiemoerats carried the 
house by an enormous majority, there- 
by dIcreditIng for the moment the 
work of the strongest Republicans In , 
the country outside of the White 
House. Thomas R. Reed had revised 
the rules, and his lieutenant, William 
McKinley, had revised the tariff, and 
had they held their ground In the con- 
gressional elections of that year, Oen. 
Harrison would probably have been 
reelected president two years later. 
But they lost to the Deniorrats. who, 
organizing the new house on conserva- 
tive lines, helped materially to place 
the parly In good position for Mr. 
Cleveland's third campaign. .Tudge j 

Crisp in the speaker's chair was an 
Hsturanre against extremism or flighty 
maneuvers. 

A Demoeratle house, sitting from 
December, 1911, until the following 
summer, might queer the party for Its 
presidential contest, but here are 

three Instances warning the Republic- 
ans against putting such a result 

down as a sure thing. Responsibility 
sobers men. It haa been 18 years 
since the Democrats elected either a 
house or a president. While a vic- 
tory now would be sweet, and might 
tempt extremista to folly, It would 

have a sobering effect on the great 
majority of the Democratic party and 
probably prevent them from playing 
Into the hands of the opposition. 

The only correct appraisement of 
this year's contest is that which 
makes It the opening of the presi- 
dential campaign. If the Republicans 
would go Into the greater engagement 
with confidence, they should exert 
themselves to the utmost to hold the j 
advantage they now possess. Relying I 
upon the enemy to commit an art of 
folly at a critical time Is neither mag- 
nificent nor war.

In the absence of Mr. S. P. .Mc- 
Kinney, Mrs. Wedding. .Mr. Ross and 
Mr. E. Y. Allen gave some good |)olnts 
on the Educational value of reading. 

REl'ESS. 

The minutes of Tuesday were read 
and received. Spelling was discuss- 
ed by the Institute. The subject of 
Arithmetic was set aside for a later 
discussion. 

Miss Cords Fuqua read a paper on 
the comparative value of Language. 
She said that language Is the ground 
work of all other studies and the 
medium through which they are 
taught.

He was followed liy Mr. J. T. Hoag- 
land with an excellent reason why 
some pupils do not like to study gram 
mar. 

.Mr. Everett Liles began a discussion 
of Georgraphy. It necessarily corre- 
lates with History and other subjects. 
.Miss Mattye Tlchenor and .Mr. Hedrlut 
discussed the text books now in use 
in Teaching Geography and decided 
that the .Natural Complete Geography 
is difficult for the grades 1 nwhich it 
is begun. 1'be Instructor said with 
careful management of the presenta- 
tion of the work, the book may be 
successful used as the course of 
study requires. 

Hlstroy was discussed by Mr. V. M. 
Crowder and Mr. 8. M. Taylor. Mr. 
Crowder says remember we are teach- 
ing the maker of history and make 
the most of your opi>ortunlt> in this 
way to elevate mankind. 

The morning's program being com- 
pleted Mr. Morris, representing the 
American Book Company, gave a 
most appreciated address on Supple- 
mentary Reading and the .Modern 
.Methods of tecahlng reading. 

NOON. 

House was called to order at 1:15. 
.Music omitted. Motion made and car- 
ried to the effect that the minutes Of 
this tern of the Institute, contain an 
outline of InstructorRhoads lecture of 
Wednesday evening on Tuberculosis, 
names and addresses of teachers, some 
explanation regarding the educational 
division ets., be published in booklet 
form to be distributed to teachers and 
others interested in educational work.

Mr. C. D. f^arson gave an 
Interesting and helpful discussion of 
school Environment and was follow- 
ed by Miss Maymee Shown with a pa- 
per on School Entertainments. .Mrs. 
J. H. Loyd gave some of the Ideals to 
be kept in and imparted to the child 
In school work . She says always 
teach them nobleness and get them to 
feel as Lowell felt— "Be noble and the 
noldeness that lies In other men will 
rise to meet thine own." 

Instructor Rhoads addressed the In- 
stitute on the subject Theory Applied 
to Practice in the school as a unit. He 
discussrd pre|>aration presentation and 
result, and enumerated the many 
things the teacher should carefully In- 
vestigate and ascertain in order to 
make these three great steps the most 
effective. 

Miss Alta Mae Likens outlined the 
third and fourth year work. 

.Mr. .lusttus doss'd the day's 

work with an able address on school 
Discipline. He says good order Is o 
greatest ImiKjrtaace. Be careful of 
the don't rules but always insist on 
dutiful obedience. 

After some ancouncements by Su- 
perintendent Leach, we were adjourn- 



tlll Friday morning. House adjourned 
till 8:00 a. m.
